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Planning Your Future

DURING the past months we have talked about 
many professions— law, medicine, journal- 
ism, radio, TV, entertainment — a list that we 
should have liked to make much longer. We have 
tried to show that these professions are not only 
good and honorable, but also that Catholics can 
do a great deal of good while working in them. 
We haven't talked about the religious life, but 
only because we talked about that last year. 

This series will come to a close with the next 
installment, though, and I should like to say some 
things to the many of you who for one reason or 
jsnother are not planning a professional career 
such as law or medicine. Actually only a fairly 
small number will enter a profession. The majority 
of you will not. 

Now there is nothing at all wrong in not 
planning for a profession. In fact not everyone is 
called or has an aptitude for such a thing. In some 
ways it's like considering a vocation to the reli- 
gious life. You simply must have the requirements 
for it or you won't make a success of it or be happy 
in it. 

The same goes for the various professional 
careers. Not everyone is cut out to be a doctor, a 
lawyer, or a journalist. 

And this is all right too. Someone has to take 
care of the other things— let us say, the more, 
practical walks of life. Therefore there must always 
be bus drivers, truckers, butchers, barbers, garage 
mechanics, filling-station operators, factory work- 
ers, and many other kinds of workers to keep 
your town and country going. Without the people 
who work on these jobs the life of a nation comes 
to a standstill. They are important and often they 
have great responsibility. 

A bus driver has thousands of lives in his care 
throughout the months and years. His is an exact- 
ing, wearisome task. The highway spinning be- 
neath him has a hypnotic effect, but one second 
of oversight or drowsiness could bring terrible 
tragedy. He knows this, of.course, and because he 
does, >ie and thousands like him are among our 



nation's finest, most responsible citizens. Their 
devotion to duty is a wonderful thing to behold. 
Same with the truckers who drive the nation's high- 
ways. They must spend days and even weeks away 
from their families hauling important cargoes. This 
means long hours on the road, irregular meals, and 
often sleeping in the cab near some truck stop. 

When the average citizen sits down to his meal, 
little does he realize what others have done to 
bring it to his table. 

The same is true of factories, business establish-" 
ments, restaurants, hotels, and every other man- 
ner of commercial activity. 




All depend on these "knights of the road" who 
deliver the goods. Day and night they are on the 
go, with most of the nation's citizenry taking them 
for granted. 

But let's take a look at a few more of these 
"nonprofessional" jobs. Some time ago I rode 
along the Skyway coming out of New York City. 
It's an elevated highway for automobile and rail- 
road traffic. In places it goes right over the top 
of buildings and housing projects. 

Building that Skyway must have taken a great 
deal of coura r ge on the part of many steel and iron 
workers. In fact much of the job was probably 
done at a real risk of human life— one misstep, 
one careless move, and serious' injury or even 
death would have been the result. 
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Because of such Skyways, the motorist, driving 
along swiftly and safely, is able to get home to his 
family an hour or so sooner after work. He prob- 
ably never thinks of the men who made this all 
possible. Things like this are frequently taken for 
granted. 

Speaking of the Skyway — have you noticed the 
rapidly increasing number of our nation's turn- 
pikes? Perhaps one goes near your town, or home 
if you live in the country. 

These new superhighways are just as necessary 
for the preservation of the life of the country as 
are the trucks that travel upon them. Without 
them nothing could be moved. Business would 
come to a standstill. Great hardship would result 
throughout the nation. 

Therefore the men who build these highways are 
important. I refer here not so much to the con- 
tractors— they would be included among the pro- 
fessional men— but rather to those strong, hearty 
fellows whom you see wearing the sun helmets and 
who run the excavating machines, the road 
scrapers, and the cement mixers. 

Their work is hard and not everyone can do it. 
As a matter of fact not everyone wants to do it. 
But someone must. 

The fact that thousands and thousands do, is 
one, of the reasons why our nation remains the 
greatest in the world. These men serve their coun- 
try and their fellow citizens just as effectively as do 
those in the Armed Forces. 

Let's look around a bit more. Here comes a 
familiar figure. He's dressed up in a blue-gray 
uniform but he's not in the Air Force. He has a 
leather bag slung over his shoulder. By now you 
have recognized him as your mailman. 

He's a fellow everyone takes for granted, too. 
But what would we do without him? In his hands 
is placed the very highest trust. In his mail sack 
are to be found letters of great importance. News 
of tragic death, of a new birth in the family; news 
of a job or of having lost one; word from a boy or 
girl thousands of miles away from home— all this 
and much more is contained in the daily mail. 

The man who carries it does so day after day, 
through sunshine or rain, snow, sleet, or blizzard. 
He's always on the job, never failing to appear 
at almost the same moment in the morning or the 
afternoon. Children often learn to look for him 
and follow him for blocks. They know he is their 
friend. 

I could go on pointing out many, many occupa- 
tions that might be described as those of the "little 
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man." One hears that expression often. It is 
nothing to be ashamed of. The "little man" is 
called such simply because his job may not have 
all the grave responsibilities of some of the pro- 
fessions. Yet, there are times when his responsibili- 
ties are very great indeed. 

We live in an age of teamwork. Everything in 
society hangs together today. One job or occupa- 
tion depends on another. The automobile indus- 
try depends on the steel industry. But the big steel 
factories, to keep going, must be supplied with the 
raw material. This is where transportation gets 
into the picture. And someone must obtain the 
raw material that is transported. The list could go 
on for quite a long time. 

All these projects depend on the "little" man 
{who, in reality, is quite a "big" man). He is the 
fellow who ,must be on the job either day after 
day, or night after night. Sometimes his work is 
dull, monotonous, without too much challenge. But 
it is part of a total picture, and if the "little" man 
fails on his job, the total picture isn't a good one. 

All through this, of course, we have been keep- 
ing in mind the fact that we are talking to Catholic 
boys and girls. We expect more of them than we 
do of others— a sense of Christian responsibility 
and charity on the job. For them Christ is the

model and the reason for looking beyond the job 
to its total purpose. Often you hear it said "a job's 
a job!" But when a man's own family welfare and 
perhaps that of thousands of others depend on 
how well he does his job, a job is more than a job, 
even though it may be dull and monotonous, and 
seem unimportant. Doing it well is a way to give 
glory to God and help to our fellow men — all of 
them.
